History: of Alberta 


The most disastrous railway acci- 
dent in the history of Alberta took 
place on Saturday evening at a 
point about 21 miles west of Ed- 
monton on the Canadian Northern 


Railway, when an excursion ‘train, 
loaded with trippers bound for a 
Moonlight outing to Alberta Beach, 
collided, head-on, with a freight 
train proceeding in the sib 
direction. 

As a result of .the sles ies 
passengers on the excursion train 
were killed and at least two more 
were so seriously injured that their 
condition is highly critical. Besides 
these twenty-two others were taken 
to the local hospitals, ‘suffering 
more or less serious hurts, and 
nearly as many more people, who 
had experienced slighter injuries, 
were sent to their homes.

Allies Masters of the Air 


Germans Concede_ Supremacy sto 
French and British Fliers ~ 


That the Germans are kéenly alive 
to the importance of the air branch 
to military science is avon tl a 
report found on a German officer cap- 
tured recently. The report frankly 
adinitted that the British and French 
hold the mastery of toe air. The 
Germans, it was asserted, were unable 
to fly over the enemy lines and Ger- 
man ballons were forced to remain

Social Democratic Congress ,Passes 
Resolution in Favor of 
~*Break 


At a meeting of the Social Demo- 
cratic Congress of Finland it adopted 
resolutions remanding the separation 
of Finland from Russia and the for- 
mation of an independent republic. 
Under the plan proposed, Russia 
would not have the right to keep 
troops on Finish territory in time of 
peace or to possess any fortifications. 
Economic relations between Finland 
and Russia would be regulated as be- 
tween foreign countries. The Finnish 
Social Democrats addsessed the So- 
cial Democrats of all countries, ¢s- 
pecially Russia, asking ri@m’ t6 Sup-

The supplies of the new design 
tanks were coming forward excellent- 
ly, and, continued the minister, “the 
end of the story is not yet, for the 
enthusiasm of Col. Stern, the invent-

knows no limits.” 

With respect to steel, the minister 
said that the output of steel in this 
country before the war had for some 
time been stationary ata’ little over 
7,000,000 tons yearly. The output was 
now ten million tons, and he would 
be disappointed if it did not reach a 
twelve million tons output by the 
end of next year. Within 14 months 
the capacity for the manufacture of 
basic steel had increased by 30 per 
cent. The demands for steel were so 
many that the control had been very 
close, and despite all the help -from 
Canada and the -United States, he 
could not offer any immediate pros- 
pect of relief. 


Notwithstanding the cost of mater-, 


ial and labor, the government was 
obtaining steel plates in this country 
at less than half their cost in the 
United States, while shell stecl cost 
30 per cent. less. 

Referring to salvage operations at 
the front, the minister said it was now 
possible to reform hundreds of thou- 
sands of 18-pounder cartridge cases 
weekly at a cost of four pence each, 
compared with seven shillings for 
new cases. 

Regarding trench warfare, he said: 

“While we started behind in the 
race, we are probably now as super- 
ior to the Germans in this section of 
warfare as we are in that of artil- 
lery.” 

More than 1,500,000 steel helmets 
had been supplied in’ the last six 
months, and whereas in December 
the tonnage required for trench war- 
fare material was 7,648 tons in the 
last six months it was 17,963 tons. 

The work of the ministry had al- 
most doubled within the last 12 
months. The aircraft supply alone at 
the beginning of the year required 
an additional ten thousand workers, 
and that which applied to the aircraft 
applied also to, shipbuilding, gun 
raking, tanks, agricultural imple- 
ments and other necessaries of war.

Dr. Adams Speaks on Proposed Land 
Settlement for Soldiers 


“The placing of returned soldiers 
on the land, under present conditions, 
will be a fatal policy,” said Dr. T.R. 
Adams of the ‘conservation. commis- 
sion, Ottawa, at the public health ses- 
sion of the Canadian Medical associa- 
tion convention at Montreal, The sol- 
diers do not want to go on the land, 
he said, not so much because’ they 
object, to farming, but because under 
present conditions farming does not 
pay and most areas available for set- 
tlement are too remote from the 
markets. Dr. Adams stated that the 
conservation commission had found 
that conditions in the slums f the 
cities were no worse than in Naaay 
rural districts.. This was due largely 
to land speculation, he said.

Former Emperor Has Deposit 
Bank of England 


Property valued at. $700,000,000 
from which Nicholas Romanoff, for- 
merly Emperor of Russia, enjoyed 
the revenue for life only, have been 
taken from him by the provisional 
government. , 

A special commission of the gov- 
ernment has been discussing whether 
land, palaces and other property own- 
ed by Nicholas and estimated to be 


_in 


by the state. This commission also 
considered whether the property of 
the grand dukes and duchesses, worth 
about $210,000,000 should be = seized 
for the benefit of the public. The val- 
ue of all property owned by the for- 
mer royal house of Russia is estimat- 
ed by Professor Okusieff at $958,000,- 


In addition, the professor asserts, 
Nicholas still has on deposit in the 
Bank of England $35,000,000, placed 
there years ago in provision for. the 
rainy day which now has come. The 
late Grand Duke Alexis, uncle to, the 
former Emperor Nicholas; left $10,- 
in the Bank of 
France. 

The former Emperor Nicholas’ an- 
nual income when he was deposed is 
estimated by Professor Onunieff at 
$65,000,000. The duma allowed him 
$8,500,000 a year to pay the expenses 
of the imperial court but, because of 
extravagance, ismanagement and 
pilfering, the annual cost amounted 
to $20,000,000, according to the state- 
ment of Zubatcheff, “councillor of the 
empire.

Vigorous Search 


Submarines Said to Have Crossed 


the Atlantic 


“The United States government is 
in possession of information which 
has revived the belief that. German 
U-boats are again on this side of the 
Atlantic, and that they have estab- 
lished a base somewhere off the south 
side of Cuba. 

“It is declared by officers of 
navy that if this is so these U- 
boats have either been preceded or 
followed by one or more mercantile 
submarines, which have carried extra 
supphes of torpedoes and oil. 

“Such a convoy is said to be abso- 
lutely necessary in order to make a 
trip across the Atlantic for German 
submarines worth while. 

“American, warships are conduct- 
ing a ceaseles ssearch along the sus- 
pected shores for any trace of bases 
of this character.” 

“The arming of all merchant ships 
has practically destroyed the attack- 
ing value of the three and four-inch 
guns which have been carried on the 
decks of these submarines in the past 
and the shell fire of which has meant 
the saving of a great many torpedoes. 

“With the greater risk from open 
fighting, now that mercantile vessels 
are armed, the submarines are being 
compelled to depend more and more 
on .torpedoes alone, and it is pointed 
out that unless these U-boats which 
are said to have reached Atlantic 
waters of the United States have 
some means af replenishing their 
stock of torpedoes their presence here 
except in great numbers would be 
productive of very little military ad- 
vantage. 

“Tt is believed, therefore, that mer- 
cantile submarine convoys have been 
sent also.”

How. long the base had been estab- 
lished was not ascertained, but it was 
believed to have existed for several 
awonths. 

Many of the largest vessels tor-~ 
tedocd have been sent to their doom 
off Tory island since the middle of 
April. The island is on the Jane, ci 
steamships entering and leaving the 


north channel between Ireland and 
Scotland. : 
The channel has been used by many 


vessels secking the open Atlantic of 
late, instead of going down the Irish 
sea around to the south of Ireland, as 
it was figured that on¢e through the 
short channels the vessels would be 
in’ the open sea and have far less 
distancé to travel in submarine wat-

Patience and‘ Docility Expected to 
Bring About: Order 


One believes Russia will survive 
in the end, but it is hard to give defi- 
nite proof.for one’s belief. Little of 
the first joy of the revolution is left. 
Sometimes one may come across it 
in a ‘sheltered corner where pcople 
are working. quietly and thinking out 
plans for the future, but here in the 
midst of the hurly-burly, in. the fev- 
ered atmosphere of Petrograd, where 
passion has fought itself weary, and 
reason is baffled by the all-prevading 
influence of something very like in- 
sanity, the present is quicksand and 
“an almost irrational hope in the fu- 
ture is the only stay. . 

Russia will. work through, but at a 
cost of what suffering and what tu- 
mult? ; 

It is believed something very great 
will come from this quarreling and 
fumbling and bitter recrimination 
and wild chasing of the will-o’-the- 
wisp, but.to live daily in an atmos- 
phere of midsummer madness and 
within a hand’s breadth of doom; to 
feel every moment that the social 
order is stripped bare and-exposed -to 
all the elements, is exciting certainly, 
but it is almost too much for _ this 
sorely tried generation to bear. 

The marvelous patience and docil- 
ity and great faith of a great mass of 
the Russian people alone make it 

ossible to weather such a storm. In

‘German Empress Caused the Russian 
Revolution 


“To begin with, nothing could be 
more gradual and inevitable than the 
growth of the revolutionary spirit in 
Russia. The public in Great Britain 
and France was, to some extent, mis- 
led by an indiscriminate censorship 
and out-of-date sentimentalism on 
the subject of “Holy Russia.” But in 
Russia itself the only people who. re- 
fused, to see and to understand were 
to be found in the immediate vicinity 
of the Czar, within the narrow | cir- 
cle formed by the ‘court ¢amarilla 
clinging to arbitrary power. 

“The most dangerous person 
fected by that curious color-blind- 
ness was the Empress Alexandra.|} 
When the intelligent and generous 
Grand Duchess ‘Victoria, the daugh- 
ter of the late Duke of Edinburgh, 
tried to make Alexandra Feodorovna 
understand that the teactionary pol- 
icy followed by the Czar and inspired 
by the Empress was creating univer- 
sal discontent and threatening. the 
dynasty and the throne, she. was met 
by a flat denial. “I know you: mean 
well,” the Empress is reported to 
have said, “but you'do not know in 
the least what you are talking about. 
It is only the wretched intellectuals 
who agitate against autocracy, in 
their lust for power and at the’ in- 
stigation of the Germans. The Rus- 
sian people are with us and will -sup- 
port us.” The hypnotizer’s—Raspu- 
tin’s—testimony had more weight in 
the view of this unfortunate woman 
than the warnings and entreaties of 
Grand Dukes like Nicholas Mikhail- 
ovitch, of the Empress Marie or of 
her own sister, Elizabeth Feodorov- 
na. 

“As for the Czar, he felt what was 
coming, and at times made feeble at- 
tempts to free himself from the -coils 
of the camarilla; but he was as 
much fascinated by his wife as she 
was fascinated by Rasputin. and 
other quacks. ‘Quos perdere vult 
Jupiter prius demetant.” 

“All those who had eyes to see 
watched the tide of discontent ris- 
ing day by day. It was not mainly 
a case of accumulated grievances on 
account of high prices, lack of bread 
and fuel, defective transport.- It was 
not only ‘aniong intellectuals that 
people speculated on the scope and 
dimensions of the palace catastro- 
phe to come; on the spread of ter- 
rorism; on the connection between 
homre disorders and-inefficiency at 
the -front; on German intrigue and 
the treachery of high officials. Om- 
inous, though simplified, formulas 
were passed from ear to ear. A great 
commander had said, “Victory,is not 
the aim at headquarters.” The com- 
mon people had a ready explanation 
for the dragging course of the war: 
‘How can we expect to win against 
the Germans with a German Empress

Demand Is Increasing Despite High 
Cost of Living 


“Although handicapped by the ab- 
sence of any considerable extent of 
good roads in the Republic of Gaute- 
mala, and in spite of the high price of 
gasoline (now 60 cents United States 
gold per gallon) the demand for and 
use of automobiles has so increased 
within re¢ent years that there are 
now approximately 150 cars in the 
Republic, of which 123 are registered 
by the municipality of Guatemala 
City,” says a consular report. 

* “Of the cars in use in the capital 
city an unofficial estimate obtained 
through local dealers shows that 
twenty-five are of German manufac- 
ture, imported before the outbreak of 
the war. There are two or three 
French cars, the remainder having 
been imported from the United 
States. It is stated by dealers that 
many of the cars in use here were 
purchased second-hand in the United 
States, although some are of the fin- 
est and latest models,”

It might becoime an 
obsession, if the wrath of the whole 
country were not kept up by the 
sight of the return from Germany of 
broken-down, lost, sick © or dying 
youths, the best of their young “men 
who had been dragged into slavery: 
by cruel, © pitiless German ‘execution- 
ers and sent back home in a wretch- 


ed, miserable, piteous, unspeakable 
condition, such as the very paving 
stones would cry out.if they could 


shed an ytears—as expressed to me 
by an old. woman who remaing un- 
wearily,: in front» of the central sta- 
tion to see all those departed return 
home. 

“Some of these unfortunates had to 
be carried over.to the Winnipech 
hotel, on Vanneau strect; they are 
perfect wrecks. And there is nothing 
more heart-rending than the spec- 
tacle of those poor boys who simply 
expect death, so sadly, with, in the 
very sockets of their eyes, the an- 
guish, the sufferings the stpreme pain 
of having thus returned from . Ger- 
many only to die so miserably in their 
own country. These home-returns of 
deported kinsmen attract every day 
around the depot endless processions 
of townsfolk who gather in the hope 
of meeting one of their own and stay 
there for hours and hovwss in painful 
expectation. Now and then, from the 
crowd one cry is suddenly raised, .a 
name is heard and then a poor moth- 
er runs towards her returning son 
whom some men are bearing in their 
arm's, a mutilated, maimed, impotent 
invalid. It is one of those horrible 
scenes, painful, affecting, unspeak- 
able; the young man who would run 
to meet and embrace -his beloved 
mother but who can not even walk 
and the dear. old mamma who swoons 
and drops on the pavement crushed 
by emotion and utter despair and 
gficf. 

“How many of our boys ‘have had 
their feet or their legs frozen during 
the severe storms of February? How 
inany more return with their backs 
torn and broken by German carbine- 
butts? 

“But\ all of them, whethef they 
can still support themselves on their 
weakened limbs or be carried in 
hand-barrows, all are in such a state 
of exhaustion that they cannot eat 
fed with a 
spoon, by little doses at # time.

“The cold) has mowed down all 
those who were weak-lunged. At 
night, in order to keep warm, they 


would lie down close together. Their 
torturers—putia.stop to that practice. 
In day time they were forced to 
{march in open air. Thus. did the 
Germans’ murder hundreds of our 
compatriots. And that we shall nev-| 
er forget. 

“When the deported do return, 
their first cry is: ‘Bread! Some bread! 
please!’ 
from hunger in Germany; these poor 
wretches had nothing to eat but cole- 
wort pecls! Some people may 
that such a statement is false or ex- 
aggerated. It is only the exact truth. 

“As long as the Boches will be 
crushed, we will stoically bear our 
own lot. And they will be crushed. 
Such is the unanimous feeling of the 
Belgians.”

Gives Better Results Than 
; Shearing 


Machine shearing has created wide 
interest in Alberta this season. This 
is‘ mteresting for the reason that in|} 
the past machine shears were not 
looked upon with favor even by the 
titost advanced wool-growers, the 
song of praise of this machine being 
left wholly to the manufacturer and 
advertiser to sing. Sheepmen have 
considered this inethod of shearing 
impracticable for such q cold climate. 
Now it looks as if every sheep in the 
province would soon be machine- 
shorn, The largest rancher —in-‘the 
West last year established a machine 
plant in Southern Alberta. This 
year he added four machines to the 
outht. Notwithstanding the popula 
‘belief it has been established that 
machine-shearing in a cold climate 
gives better results than blade-shear- 
ing when done under proper condi- 
tions. 

A shearing shed of good construe: 
tion, combined with the thick comb 
and a proper shelter during the first 
night after shearing, provides the 
sheep with far more protection than 
under blade-shearing. 

In Wyoming, where the climate is 
more severe than in any part of Al- 
berta except perhaps, the extreme
